The problem of the disposal of ao 
tity’s refuse las never yet been gat- 
fsfactorily solved. It had been sup- 
posed that the system in vogue in Paris 
Wis as nearly perfect as any that 
could be deyised, but the officials of 
that municipality are not satisfied wlth 
results. |. 

‘rhe prefeet of the Seine has subinit- 
ted to the Munielpal Council a new 
with re- 
spect.to.the disposal of houschold re- 
fuse. Since M. Poubelle, inventor of a 
dustbin bearlng his name, reorguulzed 
the collection of refuse from the houses 
of the capital when he was at the pre- 
fecture there hus been Mtle te com- 
plain of respecting that part of the 
matter, he great question in Paris 
now is what.Js to be done with the re- 
fuse when collected, especially when it 
requires an outlay of about 3,500, 000 
francs per annum, 

According: ‘to the new ulin Paris 
would be divided jnto-four sections of 
five arrondissements each, and Jn each 
section works for the disposal of the 
refuse would be erected.: The method 
to be-employed {s that already’ adopt- 
ed by several cities with considerable 
success, Viz., incineration.” 

However, the refuse of only one ar- 
rondissement Would be burned, .that of 
the other four being. pulverized and | 
transformed into artificial manure for 
the important market gardening dis- 
triets.around Paris. ‘There would also 
be. special station near the Halles for | 
the ‘disposal of the.large quantity: of 
vefuse gathered in the markets daily.
